“Belle de Jour’, starring 
Catherine Deneuve and Jean 


Sorel, will be presented at the 
Little Theater on May 18 at 
2:45 and 8 p.m. as the final 
showing of fhe Film Society’s 
Spring Series. 


Since the film is _ rather 
complicated, a brief synopsis 
will help clarify the action. 
Sererine, Catherine Deneuve, is 
the beautiful wife of a young, 
successful surgeon Pierre Serezy, 
Jean Sorel, whose chief 
shortcoming is his inability to 
sexually satisfy his wife. 
Sererine, frustrated by her 
husband’s too-gentle 
lovemaking, is haunted by 
fantasies in which Pierre orders 
her pulled from a horse-drawn 
carriage and whipped by the 
liveried footmen. 


Intrigued 
dreams, Sererine finally visits a 
brothel, agreeing, after a talk 
with the madam, to work there 
under-_the name, “Belle de 
Jour’. After indulging in varied 


sexual perversions with her 
-patrons, Sererine finds her 
relationship with Pierre 
improving. Unfortunately, the 


eternal triangle forms when one 
of her patrons fallsin love with 
her. At this point reality closes 
in, and Sererine’s double life is 


erotically by her ~ 


exposed. 
According to Time Magazine, 
the audience will find a 


cumulative mystery: What is 
really happening and what is 
not?... The film switches back 
and forth between the heroine’s 
real and fantasy worlds so 
smoothly that after a while it 
becomes impossible to say which 
is which. Obviously she doesn’t 
really disappear under the 
restaurant table with her 
husband’s libertine friend and a 
broken wine bottle. But what 
about the episode in the 
flower-filled coffin at the duke’s 
chateau? Or the exquisitely 
painful encounter with a fat, 
sadistic Japanese who tries to 
pay for her services with a 
Geisha Club credit card? Does 


her uncommonly  cuckolded 
husband really spend the rest of 
his life blind, mute and 


paralyzed after an attack by her 
gangster lover? Or is that merely 
another of her interior 
arrangements? There is no way 
of knowing — and this seems to 
be the point of the film with 
which Bunuel says he is winding 
up his 40-year career. Fantasy, 
he seems to be saying, is nothing 
but the human dimension, 
reality that makes life tolerable, 
and sometimes even fun. If this 


‘is his message, Bunuel dresses it 


up in Belle de Jour with 


unaccustomed cinema.

To the Editor: 

In the last issue, a number of 
letters to the editor were 
indirectly addressed to me.

Opinions themselves must 
remain valid if free discussion 
and interaction are to function 
and thrive. I mention this 
because someone (who shall 
here remain unidentified — until 
proceedings are completed) has 
actually requested a meeting of 
the Validity Board on the 
charges that my editorial of 4/22 
and the opinions expressed 
therein are INVALID. I defend 
this person’s right to disagree 
with my opinion and if any 
names, dates, or statistical facts 
of any sort were written that 
were in FACT false, to declare 
them invalid. But no such false 
facts were presented, only 
opinion. Disagree if you wish — 
but neither of our opinions can 
be invalid!

I don’t ordinarily drink very much or very often. Once in awhile, 
though, [ll have an occasional Scotch, an occasional beer, an 


occasional Brandy Alexander, 


an occasional Manhattan, an 


occasional Whiskey Sour, an occasional glass of wine, an occasional 
Margarita, an occasional Screwdriver, an occasional mug of malt 


liquor, an occasional Daiquiri, 
occasional hangover. . 

I know very little about the 
drinking habits of other people 
— only about my own. I find 
myself drinking when I’m very 
tired or very awake, very sad or 
very happy, very panic-stricken 
or very relaxed — which isn’t 
very often because with all my 
occasionals, I’m _ usually very 
catatonic. 

But I’m interested in other 
people’s drinking habits because, 
although drinking in itself isn’t 
very important, I think it’s 
indicative of many things; 
people drink for reasons that are 
reflections on our society (e.g. 
the social drinker, the alcoholic), 
and often it’s just another way 
of avoiding reality in tumultuous 
times. 

So I decided to find out the 
drinking tastes of students 
around the country — what 
they’re drinking and why they’re 


drinking it. What could have 
been just an arduous task 
became an _ interesting one 
because — as I called around the 
nation asking students at 
different colleges what they 
drink — every time they 


mentioned the favorite drink of 
their region, I would try some. 
For research purposes, of course. 

I first talked with a girl who. 
lives in Washington, D. C., where 
she said, she knows students 
from George Washington 


University, Georgetown and 
Howard, three colleges in the 
area. 

“People here,” she said, ‘‘are 
fairly conservative drinkers. 
They drink Scotch or bourbon,” 
she said as I mixed myself a little 
Scotch and water in one glass 


and a bit of bourbon and water 
in another. 

“There’s hardly any _ beer 
drinking here,” she _ said, 
“because _liquor’s __ relatively 


cheap compared to other parts 
of the country — and beer’s not 
so cheap.” She added that not 
“many students seem to be 
drinking wine ‘because people 
here just don’t savor the wine 
flavor.” 

“There’s an emphasis on 
drinking hard liquor because of 
the heavy pressures on 
sophistication — and_ there’s

Thanking her, I downed my 
Scotch and bourbon and made 
my next call to Oshkosh, 
Wisconsion, where I talked with 
an art major at Wisconsin State 
University. 

“Beer is the biggest thing here 
because it’s the cheapest — and 
because 18-year olds can drink 
beer in Wisconsin,” he said as I 
poured myself a tall glass of 
beer. 

He said that many marijuana 
smokers drink during and after 
smoking. “It’s sort of a new fad, 
I guess. People like to taste 
something sweet after smoking 
— you know, they’re hungry 
for something that tastes good,” 
he said. 

“There’s a new phenomenon 
here — apple wine — 85 cents a 
quart. Everyone drinks it. It’s 
cheap and — well, it’s pretty 
good.” 

Signing off from Oshkosh, I 
finished my beer and started in 
on my apple wine. 

When I returned from the 
bathroom, I placed a call to 
Colorado where I talked with a 
girl who attends Denver 
University. 

“Definitely beer and wine she 
said. There’s no doubt about it. 
Beer and wine. Definitely.” 

I asked her to hold on as I 
poured myself two glasses of 
definitely beer and wine. ‘‘Well,” 
she said, “I guess sometimes 
drink those exotic 
types of drinks — tequilas and 
Margaritas — but for the most 
part, they definitely drink — ” 

Beer and wine, Definitely. 

The tequila and the Margarita 
went down smoothly as the 
operator placed my call to 
Albuquerque where I talked 
with a guy from the University 
of New Mexico and asked him 
what people drink there, getting 
ready to pour myself a glass of 
whatever it was. 

“People here drink what’s 
cheapest,” he said. “So they 
drink beer and wine.” 

“Please,” I said. ‘‘No.”’ 

“No?” 

“JT just can’t handle another 
glass of beer or wine. Don’t they 
drink anything else?” 

“Well,” he said pausing.

Finally in a 
masterpiece of subtlety, Mr. 
Tyrrell states, “‘I assure you that 
those of us charged with the 
responsibility of seeing to it ihat 
the good name of Broome Tech 
is continued will not shirk our 
task. We hope that all of you 
will support us by doing your 
share to carry the responsibility 
that is yours in this 
undertaking.” 

We can read this as ‘‘Make it 
look good Students, don’t rock 
the boat or they’ll take our 
money away; its your duty to 
keep the GOOD NAME of BT 
pure as the driven snow.” bike I 
said, how unbelievably typical 
can one get? 

I can agree with President 
Tyrrell on one point. He quotes 
an unidentified individual who 
thinks BT “‘... keeps its faculty 
and administrators for very 
serviceable lengths of time...” 
We agree and might add that 
even conservative BT over does 
some things.
